Order 
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EXECUTIVE ORDER 

ESTABLISHING THE UNITED STATES 
SINAI SUPPORT MISSION 

By virtue of the authority vested in me by 
the Constitution and statutes of the United States 
of America, including the joint congressional 
resolution approved on October 13, 1975 (Pub. Law 
94-110 , 22 U.S.C. 2441 note) , the Foreign Assistance 
Act of 1961, as amended (22 U.S.C. 2151 et seg~ ) , 
and Section 301 of Title 3 of the United States 
Code, and as President of the United States of 
America, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

Section 1. (a) There is hereby established 

the United States Sinai Support Mission. 

(b) The Mission shall be composed of a 
Director, who shall also be a Special Representa- 
tive of the President, and not more than two 
Associate Directors , each of whom shall be 
appointed by the President. 

(c) The Director and the Associate Directors 
shall receive such compensation, as permitted by 
law, as the President may specify. The Director 
and Associate Directors shall be entitled to 
receive travel expenses, including per diem,. in 
lieu of subsistence, as authorized by law (5 U.S.C. 

• 5703) . 

Sec. 2. (a) The Director shall, in accordance 

with the provisions of this Order and under the 
broad policy guidance of the Assistant to the 
President for national security affairs, carry out 
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the duties and responsibilities required of the 
United States Government to implement the United 
States Proposal for an Early Warning System in the 
Sinai in connection with the Basic Agreement 
between Egypt and Israel dated September 1, 1975 
and Public Law 94-110 of October 13, 1975 (22 U.S.C., 
2441 Note) . . The Director shall perform the foregoing 
functions in such fashion as to- inspire confidence 
in the parties that the United States role in the 
Early Warning System will strengthen the Agreement, 
and shall exercise continuous supervision and 
general direction of programs for this purpose. 

(b) The Director may, to the extent permitted 
by law, employ such staff as may be necessary. 

(c) The Director may, to the extent permitted 
by law and the provisions of this Order, enter into 
such contracts as may be necessary to carry out 
the purposes of this Order. 

(d) As deemed necessary to facilitate its work, 
the Director may request any Executive agency whose 
activities have significant implications for the 
work of the Mission to designate a liaison officer 

to consult with and advise the Board. 

Sec. 3. (a) By virtue of the authority vested 
in me by Section 633 of the Foreign Assistance Act 
of 1961, as amended (75 Stat. 454; 22 U.S.C. 2393), 
and in accordance with Public Law 94-110 (22 U.S..C. 
2441 Note) , the Director is authorized to perform 
the functions required by this Order without regard 
to the following specified provisions of law and 
limitations of authority t 
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(1) Those provisions of law specified in 

subsections (2) , (3) , (5) , (6) , (7) , and (9) 

of Section 1 of Executive Order No. 11223 of 
May 12, 1965. 

(2) Section 3679 of the Revised Statutes, as 
amended (31 U.S.C. 665) , Section 3732 of the Revised 
Statutes, as amended (41 U.S.C. 11) , and Section 9 

of the Act of June 30, 1906 (34 Stat. 764, 31 U.S.C. 627) 
to the extent necessary to permit the indemnification 
of contractors against unusually hazardous risks , as 
defined in Mission contracts. 

(3) Section 2105 of Title 5 of the United 

States Code, to the extent necessary to permit the 
Sinai Support Mission to assume more direct super- 
vision and control over the work of contractor 
employees, than would normally be necessary to 
maintain independent contractor status. V 

(4) Section 302(a) of the Federal Property 

and Administrative Services Act of 1949, 63 Stat* 393, ‘ 
as amended (41 U.S.C. 252(a)), to the extent necessary 
to permit the Sinai Support Mission to utilize the 
regulations promulgated by the Department of Defense 
pursuant to Section 2202 of Title 10 of the United 
States Code. 

(5) Section 304(b) of the Federal Property 

and Administrative Services Act of 1949, 63 Stat. 395, 
as amended (41 U.S.C. 254(b)), to the extent necessary 
to permit the payment of fees in excess of the f€ie 
limitations described therein for permissible systems 
of contracting. 
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(b) It is directed that each specific, use of 
the waivers of statutes and limitations of authority 
authorized by this Section shall be made only when 
determined in writing by the Director that such 
use is specifically necessary and in furtherance 
of the purposes of this Order and in the interests 
of the United States. 

Sec. 4. (a) There is hereby established the 

Interagency Management Board which shall meet . 
regularly to coordinate and advise in the activ- 
ities of the Mission. The Board shall be composed 
of representatives to be designated by the Secre- 
tary of State, the Administrator of the Agency 
for International Development, the Director of 
the Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, the 
Director of Central Intelligence, the Secretary 
of Defense, and the representatives of such other 
departments and agencies as the President may from 
time to time designate, or as may be invited to 
participate in the activities of the Board upon 
its request. The Director of the Mission shall 
also serve as the Chairman of .J;he Board. 

(b) The departments and agencies represented 
on or invited to participate in the activities of 
the Board shall, to the extent permitted by law, 
furnish such assistance as may be required for the 
work of the Mission. 

(c) In order to insure the success of the 
Mission, all Executive agencies are directed to 
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consider its functions as being of the! highest 
National priority. 

Sec. 5. (a) The Board may request any agency 

of the Executive branch of the Government to 
furnish it with such information, advice, and services 
as may be useful for the fulfillment of the Board's 

functions under this Order . 

(b) The agencies of the Executive branch are 

authorized, to the extent permitted by law, to 
provide the Board with administrative services , 
information, facilities, and funds necessary for 
its activities. 

(c) The Board may procure, subject to the 
availability of funds, the temporary professional 
services of individuals to assist in its work, in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 3109 

of Title 5 of the United States Code.
